I have  pleasure  in  once  again  presenting  the  record 
of  the  viTork  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
the  year  1964. 

The  amount  of  new  legislation  introduced  which 
affects  this  Department  appears  to  increase  each  year  and 
1964  no  exception  as  four  Acts  of  Parliament  were  passed 
and  38  sets  of  Regulations  and  circulars  were  issued.  All 
legislation  relating  to  health  is  vitally  and  equally 
important  but  the  Housing  Act,  which  became  operative  in 
August,  is  outstanding  in  its  attempt  to  raise  the  standards 
of  living  conditions.  The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  published  in  I963,  also  came  into  force  during  this  year, 
its  ai;a  being  to  improve  the  working  conditions  of  persons  in 
non  industrial  premises. 

I wish  to  express  ny  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support  and  to  the  Officers  for  their 
continued  co-operation.  To  my  staff  I an  deeply  indebted 
for  a year's  work  well  done.

V/ater  Supply 
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During  the  year  23  routine  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the 
Council's  Waterworks,  Southminster  Road,  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  One  further  sample  taken  from  the  Borehole  was  forwarded  for 
chemical  analysis  to  the  Public  Analyst.  All  samples  gave  satisfactory 
results,  indicating  the  water  to  be  wholesome. 

A few  premises  in  the  district  are  still  supplied  with  water  from 
private  wells  and  in  terms  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  these  waters  are 
also  sampled  periodically.  Of  seven  samples  taken  in  the  year,  one  gave 
an  unsatisfactory  result.  The  owner  was  consulted,  chlorination  was 
increased  and  further  samples  proved  satisfactory. 

Factories 


Forty-nine  premises  are  registered  as  Factories  in  this  district 
under  the  Factories  Act,  I96I.  Although  no  serious  contraventions  of  the 
provisisions  of  the  Act  were  detected,  it  was  necessary  to  request  the 
occupiers  of  two  mechanical  factories  to  carry  out  alterations  and  improve- 
ments to  their  sanitary  conveniences.  These  works  were  duly  completed. 

As  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Appendix  1 to  this  report 
sets  out  the  prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Act. 

Houseboats  and  Jetties 


In  terms  of  the  Essex  Comity  Council  Act  1952  the  ownerw  of  houseboats 
and  jetties  are  required  to  malce  application  for  the  Council's  consent  to  moor 
houseboats  and  erect  jetties.  These  applications  are  lodged  annually  and  in 
1964  consents  were  given  for  12  houseboats  and  8 jetties.  It  is  a condition  of 
the  licence  that  the  vessels  and  jetties  must  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  state 
of  decoration.  In  three  cases  the  houseboats  were  not  properly  maintained  and 
it  was  necessary  to  follow  statutorj’’  procedure  and  have  these  demolished.  Tv;o 
of  the  vessels,  whose  owners  could  not  be  traced,  were  demolished  by  the 
Council.  The  owner  of  the  third  commenced  the  work  of  demolition  towards  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Caravans  and  Camping  Sites 


The  number  of  caravan  sites  in  the  district  remained  at  three,  which 
included  that  owned  and  operated  by  the  Council.  The  sites  are  in  use  from 
April  until  October  only  and  each  one  is  provided  with  piped  water  supply  eind 
waterborne  sanitation. 

In  mid  - 1964,  work  was  completed  on  the  construction  of  the  new 
sanitary  accommodation  for  males  and  females  in  the  Council  o^med  Playing 
Fields.  These  conveniences  will  adequately  meet  the  needs  of  the  campers 
who  occupy  the  nearby  camping  area  during  the  Suiomer  season.

A part-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council  to  carry 
out  all  necessary  practical  work  relating  to  rodent  control.  He  works 
under  the  general  direction  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  is  able  to 
give  prompt  and  efficient  attention  to  all  complaints. 

IVliere  infestations  occur  in  business  premises,  the  occupiers  are 
charged  at  the  rate  of  7/6d.  per  hour  for  the  Council's  service.  This 
charge  includes  the  cost  of  materials. 

Of  70  properties  where  evidence  was  foiand  of  rodents,  6l  were 
treated  for  rats  and  9 for  mice.  These  infestations  v/ere  all  minor  and  were 
eradicated  within  a short  tine  of  being  found.  In  appropriate  instances 
following  treatment  the  owners  of  properties  were  advised  to  carry  out 
certain  structural  repairs  to  prevent  the  re-entry  of  vermin.  Such  defects 
as  broken  or  missing  sub-floor  ventilating  gratings  and  holed  door  steps 
give  vermin  the  ideal  means  of  access  to  properties  and  it  is  imperative 
that  oxraers  pay  greater  attention  to  such  matters  and  rectify  any  faults 
quickly. 


Maldon  Rural  District  Coiincil  continue  operating  a contractural 
rodent  control  service  to  certain  farms  in  the  area. 
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Housing 


A start  was  nade  in  I963  to  a general  housing  survey  of  the  district 
and  this  xvas  recorded  in  ny  previous  ilnnual  Report.  The  survey  was  conpleted 
early  this  year  and  valuable  knowledge  v/as  gained  on  the  standard  of  fitness 
of  all  dwellings  and  on  the  availability  of  standard  amenities  and  public 
utilities.  The  survey  disclosed  that  of  the  total  of  1,450  privately  owned 
dwellings  surveyed,  1044  were  owner  occupied  and  406  tenanted.  Of  the  total 
number  of  proTjerties;- 


3^  lacked  an  internal  sink; 

30^  " a fixed  bath  in  a bathroom; 

28^  ” an  inside  7/,C; 

22^  ’!_  a hot  water  system  connected  to  sink,  bath  and  wash-hand  basin; 

” a proper  larder. 


In  7 cases  neither  gas  nor  electricity  was  connected  to  the  properties. 

Almost  one  year  has  nov/  lapsed  since  the  completion  of  the  survey  and 
many  improvement -j  have  been  and  are  being  carried  out  by  willing  owners  on  the 
sub  standard  dwellings. 

In  August  the  Housing  Act,  1964,  was  published  and  the  information 
collated  at  the  time  of  the  survey  was  found  to  be  invaluable  when  preparing 
statistics  for  defining  an  improvement  area.  The  first  improvement  area  was 
declared  by  the  Council  on  24th  November. 


At  the  time  of  declaration  the  a.rea  comprised  233  dwellings.  Of  these 
152  were  ov/ner  occupied,  78  were  tenanted  and  3 were  empty.  53  of  the  owner 
occupied  and  7 of  the  tenanted  dwellings  had  all  five  standard  amenities. 


The  Act  provides  an  element  of  compulsion  with  regard  to  the  improve- 
ment of  rented  accomodation  and  the  duty  of  enforcement  rests  with  each 
Council.  In  introducing  the  Act  the  Government  aims  to  increase  the  rate  of 
improvement  so  that  in  ten  years  two  million  sub-standard  dwellings  will  have 
been  dealt  with.  These  powers  will  overcome  a landlord’s  reluctance  to  improve 
his  property  and  eventually  a tenant's  unwillingness  to  approve  improvements. 

The  Act  also  enables  any  tenant  at  any  time  to  request  his  Couicil 
to  exercise  their  powers  and  compel  improvements.  Tv/o  such  applications  were 
received  and  approved  by  the  Council  before  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  many  more  will  be  forthcoming. 

During  the  year  22  applications  were  received  and  approved  for  Standard 
Lnprovement  Grants  to  assist  owners  to  modernise  their  dwelling  houses.  Of  this 
total,  18  were  in  respect  of  oxraer  occupied  houses  and  4 concerned  tenanted 
houses.  The  improvement  works  on  14  of  these  properties  were  completed  before 
the  end  of  December. 


Three  applications  were  also  submitted  by  owner  occupiers  for  Discre- 
tionary Improvement  Grants  and  in  one  case  the  applicant  proposed  converting 
his  three  storey  house  into  two  self-contained  flats.  These  were  all  formally 
approved  and  the  alterations  were  completed  during  the  year  in  one  of  these 
houses . 
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A total  of  163  visits  of  inspection  were  made  in  connection  with 
Inprovenent  Grants. 

The  1964  Housing  Act  aaended  the  law  relating  to  certain  aspects 
of  Inprovenent  Grants.  Although  the  grant  payable  renains  at  one-half  the 
final  cost  of  the  approved  work,  the  naxinun  possible  for  Standard  Grants 
has  been  raised  to  £350.  The  linit  is  set  by  the  Covincil  at  the  tine  they 
consider  the  application. 

It  is  hoped  to  give  nore  publicitj’-  to  Inprovenent  Grants  in  the 
next  twelve  months. 

No  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under 
the  Rent  Act  1957.

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Petroleun  Acts  and  ReiPTilations 

In  accordance  with  the  proviaiona  of  the  Petroleun  (Consolidation) 
Acts,  1928  - I93S,  annual  licences  were  granted  and  renewed  to  the  occupiers 
of  ten  preuises  for  the  storage  of  petroleun  spirit.  One  of  these  licences 
is  in  respect  of  a can  store. 

In  the  interests  of  safety,  when  any  underground  petrol  storage  tank 
attains  the  age  of  25  years,  the  tank  and  its  pipelines  oust  undergo  and  pass 
prescribed  tests. 

The  testing  of  three  such  petroleun  installations  v/as  coonenced  before 
the  end  of  the  year  to  ensure  that  the  tanlcs,  pumps,  etc.  v/ere  in  good  vrorking 
order.  In  one  case  repairs  v/ere  carried  out  to  vent  pipes.  The  three  licences 
v/ere  issued  v/hen  tests  proved  the  installations  to  be  satisfactory, 

TyiAioid  Outbrealt  in  Aberdeen 

In  June,  the  I/Iinistry  of  Health  informed  all  Local  Authorities  of  the 
markings  on  the  can  of  corned  beef  suspected  of  having  been  the  cause  of  the 
Typhoid  outbreak  in  Aberdeen. 


Letters  v/ere  sent  to  all  appropriate  food  premises  in  the  tov/n  advising 
the  occupiers  to  check  their  stocks  and  withdrav/  frau  sale  specified  cans  of 
corned  beef.  Visits  v/ere  also  made  to  some  of  the  premises  but  no  suspected 
food  was  found  in  Burnlvam.  During  the  tine  of  the  outbreak  and  as  a pre- 
cautionary measure,  a notice  was  inserted  in  a local  nex/spaper  requesting  any 
local  resident  who  had  visited  Aberdeen  to  so  advise  the  Health  Department. 

Wo  one  cane  forxmrd  and  no  further  action  x/as  considered  necessary. 

Food  Complaints 


Tx7o  complaints  relating  to  food  v/ere  received  from  local  residents 
dxiring  the  year. 

One  of  these  complaints  alleged  that  a tiny  piece  of  wood  which  had 
been  inside  a packet  of  breakfast  cereal  had  lodged  in  the  person’s 
upper  palate  causing  slight  laceration.  Although  the  cereal  was  sold  from  a 
shop  in  this  district,  it  xi/as  manufactured  in  another  toxra. 

In  the  second  case,  a cake  purchased  from  a Supermarket  situated  outside 
the  town  was  found  to  be  affected  by  mould.  Investigations  established  that  the 
cake  was  almost  foxir  xveeks  old  v/hen  sold  and  that  it  had  been  delivered  to  the 
shop  under  a different  name  by  a salesman  who  was  subsequently  dismissed. 

Both  manufacturers  gave  v/ritten  assurances  that  everything  possible 
xTOuld  be  carried  out  to  prevent  recurrences.  No  further  action  was  taken. 
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Food  & Drupis  Act  1955  ^ 

Section  l6  - Re^iotered  Premises 


There  are  in  the  district  28  prenises  registered  under  Section  l6 
of  the  Food  £i  Drugs  Act  1955,  24  of  xrhich  are  in  respect  of  ice  crean  prenises. 
Four  are  registered  for  the  purpose  of  the  preparation  and  naniifacture  of 
sausages  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food  intended  for  sale. 

The  registration  of  the  vendors  of  ice  crean  is  also  secured  by  the 
Essex  County  Council  Act  1933,  Section  158,  and  the  nur:ber  of  persons 
registered  is  now  24. 

No  oanufacture  of  ice  crean  is  carried  out  in  this  district.

One  sample  of  oysters  and  two  sanples  of  v/rapped  ice  crean  were 
subnitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  v/ere  found  +o  be  satisfactoiy. 

Meat  Inspection 

There  is  only  1 private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  which  is 
licensed  under  the  Slaughterhouse  Act.  Until  the  uonth  of  August  slaughtering 
took  place  on  an  average  of  one  day  per  week  and  a detailed  inspection  of  each 
carcase  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  I963  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations.  This  detailed  examination  resulted  in  considerably 
more  tine  being  spent  on  neat  inspection  than  hitherto. 

At  the  beginning  of  August  the  licensee  of  the  slaughterhouse  pemitted 
the  prenises  to  be  used  for  Sunday  slaughtering  and,  in  order  to  maintain  the 
100^  neat  inspection  service  it  was  found  necessary  to  carry  out  these  duties 
during  xveek  ends.  Local  Authorities  have  not  been  given  powers  to  control  the 
days  and  hours  of  slaughtering  but  this  I feel  nust  cone  in  future  legislation 
to  avoid  unreasonable  burdens  being  placed  on  limited  inspectorial  staff.  It  is 
each  Local  Authority’s  responsibility  to  ensure  that  adequate  staff  is  available 
to  carry  out  this  essential  Public  Health  service  and  in  November  the  Council 
agreed  to  appoint  a veterinary  surgeon  as  a neat  inspector  to  assist  me  as 
required.  This  arrangement  proved  very  satisfactory. 
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The  Council  also  decided  during  the  year  to  charge  the  owner  of 
the  slaughterhouse  for  each  aninal  inspected,  the  charges  imposed  being 
those  pi'escribed  in  the  Regulations. 

55  visits,  including  l6  Sunday  visits,  were  made  to  the  slaughter- 
house for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  post  mortem  a total  of  5^7  animals.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  3^0  animals  over  the  number  slaughtered  last  year.

Food  Hygiene 

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960,  were  nade  to  secure 
inprovenents  in  all  natters  relating  to  the  manufacture,  distribution  and  sale 
of  foodstuffs.  They  require  all  persons  v/ho  are  engaged  in  the  handling  of 
food  to  maintain  satisfactory  standards  of  cleanliness  in  the  conduct  of  their 
business  and  in  carrying  out  their  work.  Food  workers  oust  accept  their 
responsibilities  to  the  general  public  and  at  all  tines  guard  against  any 
contamination  of  food. 

Shops,  catering  establislments , food  manufacturers,  food  vehicles  and 
stalls  all  cone  within  the  scope  of  the  Regulations  and  it  is  expressly  the 
duty  of  the  person  v/ho  conducts  the  business  to  ensure  that  his  premises, 
vehicle  or  stall  comply  with  constructural  requirements.  Guidance  and  advice 
on  these  matters  can  readily  be  obtained  from  the  Department. 

Unhygienic  premises  or  food  workers  who  have  ’ couldn’ t-care-less 
it  night  never  happen'  attitudes  can  no  longer  be  tolerated.  From  a national 
point  of  viev/  the  public  is  becoming  much  more  fastidious  about  the  condition 
of  their  food  and  this  could  lead  to  an  increase  in  the  niinber  of  complaints. 

Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 

A new  Act  to  mal^e  standards  for  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of 
employees  in  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises,  became  law  during  the  year. 
It  has  been  estimated  that  this  legislation  will  apply  to  8 million  people 
in  England  and  Wales  working  in  approximately  1 million  premises.  Appendix 
II  to  this  report  sets  out  the  prescribed  particulars  required  on  the 
administration  of  the  Act. 

Council  Houses 


The  maintenance  and  supervision  of  all  Council  houses  is  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  Department.  In  January  the  Council  appointed  a full  time  v/orkman 
to  ny  staff  to  carry  out  property  repairs.  Although  he  carries  the  main  burden 
of  the  practical  repair  work,  it  is  still  necessary  to  give  certain  specific 
repairs  to  local  Contractors. 
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Work  was  conpleted  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  on  equipping  38 
houses  with  a wash-hand  basin,  1 house  with  a hot  water  system  and  wash-hand 
basin  and  2 bungalov;s  with  a bathroom,  hot  water  system  and  wash-hand  basin. 
Only  3 houses  are  now  in  need  of  standard  amenities. 

All  properties  now  conform  to  the  overall  colour  scheme,  with  the 
completion  in  September  of  the  external  painting  of  the  last  47  houses. 

Many  of  the  houses  constructed  pre-1945  are  in  need  of  electrical 
improvements  and  this  v/ork  is  scheduled  for  next  year.
